H arvester company, and a las 
stockholder in it. 
Apparently Mr Roosevelt never (ii 1 
he a r favorably from his attorney gen­ 
eral, for the suit which 
w a i n process 
of preparation failed to materialize in 
the Roosevelt adm inistration and is 
about to he begun by the Taft a d m in ­ 
istration unless the ha r v e s te r company 
consents to a voluntary dissolution. 
T he 
excuse 
given 
by 
President 
Roosevelt for holding up the proposed 
suit was that Herbert Knox Smith, his 
comm issioner of corporations, might 
finish ar> Investigation which he was 
m ak in g into the affairs of the ha rv e s­ 
t e r trust. 
Apparently this investiga 
tion never was concluded, for it was 
only recently—five years later— that 
the bureau of corporations was g a th­ 
ering material for Attorney General 
W ic k e r s ha m ’s proposed prosecution of 
the trust. 
The introduction of this docum en­ 
tary evidence in the sen ate m ark s the 
beginning of an aggressive personal 
cam paign on the part of the president 
a gainst his predecessor. 
It is true 
t ha t this information 
was produced 
by a Democrat. J o hn sto n e of Alabama, 
but the president's friends undoubted­ 
ly had knowledge that such a resolu 
tion was to he introduced. 
In less 
than three hours a fter the passage of 
the resolution all of the docum ents on 
file in the d e pa rtm e n t of justice, in­ 
cluding 
Roosevelt’s 
confidential 
let­ 
ters, were laid before the senate. 
Sen ato r Bristow of Kansas, one of 
t he Rooseevlt supporters, in terrupted 
the reading of the attorney g e n e ra l’s 
comm unication to the senate and as­ 
serted that it was very evident that 
the oorrespondence was prepared by 
the attorney general and ready to lie 
tra n sm itte d to the senate before ever 
this resolution was introduced. 
Senator Johnstone denied this, hut 
Bristow insisted that it was an effort 
to discredit one of the Republican can­ 
didates for president. 
The publication 
of these letters will he followed to­ 
night by a speech hv President Taft 
in Boston, which will he a severe a r ­ 
ra ign m e nt of Roosevelt.
